Would Rush Measure for 
Erection of New Gov- 
ernment There. 


London, July 17.-—3:36 p. m.—Premier 
Asquith said in response to a question 
in the house of commons today that it 
was the intention of the government to 
introduce the bill for the erection of the 
new government of Ireland before the 
adjournment of parliament for the au- 
tumn recess. 
He 
expressed the hope 
that the bill would be introduced very 
soon. 


Wm. O'Brien asked why, if the premier 
wished" the thanks of erery human be- 
ing in Ireland," he did not block the pro- 
ject altogether. 


Replying- to another question, the pre- 
mier said permanent settlement of the 
Irish question would be considered at an 
imperial conference after the war. ^he 
submission of this matter -to such a con"^ 
fereiice, he continued, was a subject in 
regard to which both parties to the ar- 
rangement in Ireland was in agreement. 


Mr. O'Brien suggested that the whole 
question be held in abeyance until it 
could be taken up by the conference. 
"We are dealing with a situation which 
is urgent," Mr. Asquith responded.

Asheville, N. C., July 17.—The death 
list from the flood that overwhelmed 
this section of iiorth Carolina yesterday 
was increased to eight today. 
Reports 
from Madison county said 
two 
lives 
were lost and that 53 houses were de- 
molished in Marshall. 
The water was 
receding today and no more fears are 
entertained for the breaking of the dam 
at Lake Toxiway. 


The body of Miss Charlotte. Walker, 
a nurse, was found today at Biltmore. 
Miss Mabel Foister, another nurse, and 
Miss Louise Walker, also lost their lives 
at Biltmore. 
These with the death of 
Lonnie Trexter, a white laborer, and 
Luther Frazier, a negro, brings the list 
to eight. 


Seventy-five families, mostly 
cotton 
mill workers, residing in the lower sec- 
tions of Asheville, lost their homes and 
are being cared for by a citizens' relief 
committee.

brought little hope that they have sur- 
fered to an extent less than reported 
last night. 
The damage estimated for 
this section remained at $6,000,000 to

San Francisco, July 17.—^Dr. H. Bar- 
ringer Cox announced hero today that 
he had 
perfected 
a 
subterranean 
wireless telephone and that. Incident- 
ally, he had discovered a new law of 
physics—that electrical energy can be 
transmitted over a single conductor. 


For the last Ave months Dr. Cox has 
been working at Los Olyves, Cal., with 
the United States forest service, in an 
effort to perfect a system of wireless 
signals for forest fires. 
It was while 
so engaged, he said, that he discov- 
ereii.- the possibilities of transmitting 
the human voice through the ground. 
He will leave in a few days for Wash-

Washington, July 17.—There will be 
no patrol of American warships off the 
Virginia coast to'see that allied cruisers 
awaiting re-appearance of the German 
submarine Deutschland stay outside of 
the three-mile limit.

R. 
Martin, secretary of the "committee of 
nine, ' which sent out inquiries to dele- 
gates to the progressive state conven- 
tion to sound their opinion on the at- 
titude that should be taken by the par- 
ty this year, made public yesteraay an- 
other list of replies and a summary and 
analysis of more than 200 letters re- 
ceived up to Saturday night. 


Among the correspondents the vote is 
considerably more than two to one, Mar- 
tin says, against placing a progressive 
state ticket in the field this year. 


The answers from the I'ourth district 
are unanimous against a state ticket. 
Of all the answers from the I'lrst, i>ev- 
enth (Marion county), Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth districts there was only one dele- 
gate in each district who favored a state 
ticket. 
In the Third, Eighth and Elev- 
enth districts the ansAvers against 
a 
ticket out-numbered those in favor of a 
ticket three to one. 
In the Ninth and 
Tenth districts a majority of the opinion 
is against a ticket. 


Only in three districts does a state 
ticket seem to be in favor. 
These are 
the Second, Fifth and Sixth. 
In the Sec- 
ond district many of the delegates are 
personal friends of John N. Dyer, of Vin- 
cennes, who will probablj' accept a nom- 
ination on the progressive state ticket 
if one is put up. 


Tw^o Classes, 


"The answers divide themselves into 
two main classes," 
said 
Mr. 
Martin. 
"First, those who favor the candidacy 
of Hughes and advise against a state 
ticket, and second, those who are dis- 
pleased with the indorsement of Hughes 
by the progres.«ive national committee, 
and wish a state ticket." 


In the first class of answers 
there 
were many reasons given for the posi- 
tion the delegates took.

"red-blooded Americans who promised 
with their 'life blood' to stay with the 
party to the finish," but that the party 
had been deserted by a large part of 
its officers, who could not stand the 
acid test. 
He charges the leaders for 
"steam-roller reasons have elected to 
bo steam-rolled," and that the time 
has come when every party worklngr 
for human welfare and the future of 
America should 
unite 
against both 
dominant parties. 
In criticizing the 
republican party, the statement Indi- 
rectly refers to Charles E. Hughes, re- 
publican candidate for president, as "a 
splendid man," selected by the repub- 
licans "as the mask behipd which they

This Is the sixth contingent of Rus- 
sian troops, the arrival of which in 
France has been reported.

where they were assembled, to Port 
Dalny, Manchuria, and thence by wa- 
ter via the Suez canal.

Columbus, Ohio. 
July 
15.—Citizen 
armies are supposed to be as demo- 
cratic as any armies can be, but there 
is a sharp line between the "masses" 
and "classes" at Camp Willis, where 
nearly 10,000 national guardsmen are 
under canvas. 


Here, 
the 
masses 
are 
the 
great 
throng of men and boys who wear all 
sorts of uniforms and civilian clothing. 
The "classes" can easily be picked out. 
They wear full uniforms, yellow hat 
cords and leather offlcers' puttees, al- 
though they may rank only as privates. 


The "classes" are the cavalrymen. 
The masses are practically everyone 
else (according to the cavalry). 


In almost every large city there Is 
at least one troop of militia cavalry, 
and this troop Is usually the fashion- 
able military organization of the town. 
The infantry, engineers and artillery 
may be composed of earnest young 
citizen soldiers, but they are not fash- 
ionable. 
The sons 
of 
the 
bankers, 
leading storekeepers, brokers, profes- 
sional men and plain millionaires al- 
most always gravitate toward the cav- 
alry. 


Naturally these organizations have 
influence and their influence is felt by 
the state military chiefs. 
They have 
special privileges. 


If John Smith, nobody from nowhere, 
who eats with his knife and .can ride 
a horse as if he were a part of It, tries 
in peace time to enlist in one of these 
"crack" troops he gets an awful jolt. 
He find's he's about as welcome as he 
would be in the swellest club in town. 
He's of the masses, not the classes, 
and the cavalry troop doesn't want 
him, no matter how well he can ride.

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Mexico's Change of FronU 


Mexico City is now giving out the confident- announcement offi- 
^cially that the differences which have arisen between the United 
States and Mexico may be regarded as satisfactorily settled, despite 
the fact that negotiations have not yet proceeded beyond a few in- 
, formal preliminary discussions regarding the plan to be followed in 
considering these differences. The cause behind this effect is not 
difficult to find. The answer is undoubtedly the thousands of Amerl 
can national guardsmen, now ofiBcially a part of Uncle Sam's federal 
force already on the border, and the other militia units that are being 
moved rapidly southward. That order of President Wilson sending 
something like one hundred thousand more soldiers to the Rio Grande 
was spoken in a language the Mexicans could understand. 


There can be no other explanation for the sudden change of front 
from insolent defiance to cordial co-operation upon the part of the de 
facto government. There has been no alteration, implied or spoken, of 
the American determination to put an end to banditry and to afford 
protection to its people along the border. General Pershing's force is 
fitill in Mexico. It has moved northward some miles, it is true, but the 
change of base was dictated by military judgment and to better take 
care of itself and to more adequately secure supplies. 
The guard 
along the border is more stringent than ever, and on several occasions 
new dashes have been made by American troops across the Mexican 
line in pursuit of outlaws. There has been, so far as has appeared, no 
protest against these expeditions, where but a few weeks ago each 
was quickly followed by solemn pronunciamentos not only by Carranza 
himself, but by his subalterns of varying grades of pomposity, but all 
of them breathing venom and defiance and insult. 


Gratifying as is this changed attitude on the part of General Car- 
ranza's goveriunent, and gladly as it is welcomed, it is probable thé 
American government is not deluding itself with too serious confi- 
dence that it will prove enduring. Our experience with Mexico has 
Jiot been conducive to too prompt acceptation of Mexican position for 
what it professes itself to be. It Avill be fortunate, indeed, if Carranza 
is now able to make good his announced determination to do the job 
of cleaning up without our assistance, but there is no doubt that the 
mo/al effect of a heavily-augmented American force at his gateway, 
•determined to enter if entrance is the only way, is the elemnt that has 
given the de facto government its change of heart. "Whether it will en- 
dure beyond the presence of those troops on the border is still open 
to question.

The prohibition party today is not 
only a very lively affair, but it is a force with which its opponents

The proposal for the construction of a dam and the improvement 
Oi the St. Joe river at a point just north of Fort Wayne has enlisted 
the active support of many people and appears to be making fine 
progress, all of which is admirable. 
We trust, however, that the 
general scheme of river improvement and beautification will neither 
be temporarily overlooked nor entirely abandoned. The installation 
of a collapsible dam in the Maumee at the eastern edge of the city 
and the resultant improvement and beautification that would follow a 
higher stage of water would open to Fort Wayne a vast possibility not 
only for enjoyment of all three rivers at seasons when low water stage 
is now the rule, but it would bring these advantages in much larger 
way than will be possible by localized effort on a single stream. Gen- 
eral river improvement in Fort Wayne, so much discussed a year or 
two ago and so little heard of recently, is altogether too fine a thing 
tnd too benefici6nt a thing to end in mere talk. 


Speaking to a gathering of city editors of Indiana newspapers at 
Richmond, James E. Watson voiced the belief that the paramount 
needs of the United States are military, industrial and moral prepared-

Ex- 
pert opinion inclines to the idea that 
germs may find entrance through nose or 
mouth, although no evidence of sore 
throat appears. 
The disease acts upon 
the nerves in the spinal cord. 


In the vicinity of Kew York, at least, 
the cases this year seem 
more 
than 
usually severe. 
Proportion of deaths to 
the stricken runs higher than hereto- 
fore and the after effects bid fair to re- 
main unusually severe. 
This severity, 
however, may be due instead to the con- 
ditions prevailing in the metropolis. Con- 
gestion in living quarters renders impos- 
sible strict quarantine, >overty works 
against adequate care, extreme heat un- 
der tenement roofs, debilitates patients 
and attendants alike, physicians and 
nurses 
have 
worked themselves 
into 
acute fatigue, and population is massed 
so densely that avoiding 
crowds, 
al- 
though advised, is well nigh impossible 
for the bulk of the dense 
population. 
The situation is a tragedy which limns 
in striking outline the dangers of metro- 
politan congestion, the relation between 
poverty and disease and the dire need of 
strict housing codes in all comrauniti'-'S.

ditions, and report at the earliest pos- 
sible moment to the secretary.

should it believe any steps necessary. 
Officers Deny Charges. 


General Funston and army officers on 
the border deny there is any shortage 
of wholesome food supplies, and say the 
militiamen are getting exactly the same 
rations and allowance given the regu- 
lars, and that regulars have not suffered 
physically or gone hungry. 


The inference among army officials is 
that the militiamen are finding it hard 
to continue the seasoning process nec- 
essary in the making of a hardened sol- 
dier, but that later they will be recon- 
ciled and satisfied. 


It is stated also that there seems to

Three Hundred Thrifty Ori- 
entals With American 
Expedition. 


Field Headquarters in Mexico, July 
12.—(By Motor Truck to Columbus, N. 
M., Jidy 16.)—What to do 
with 
the 
three hundred Chinese who have asso- 
ciated themselves with the punitive ex- 
pedition has developed into a serious 
problem with the army since the short- 
ening of the American line in Mexico re- 
cently revealed the large number enjoy- 
ing present security under the protection 
of the American flag. 


These Chinese flocked to the American 
lines to make money while the Mexicans 
through pride refused to sell hungry sol- 
diers anything to eat, or through poverty 
were imable to trade with the American 
troops. 
The Chinese stepped in and suc- 
ceeded. 
Many soldiers without soap ob- 
tained his first good wash by buying a 
cake of soap from a Chinaman. 


In the desert, wherever a truck train 
was likely to stop for water there was 
a Chinaman. 
Doughnuts, pies, candy, 
tobacco, matches and fruit, which com- 
prised about all the luxuries known to 
the 
men during this campaign 
in 
a 
poverty-stricken country were furnished 
by Chinese and by them only. 
Chinese 
from points as far distant as Chihuahua 
became the shop-keepers of the army, 
traveling in two horse wagons with a 
dozen persons to one vehicle. 


Like the Mexicans, who were threat- 
ened for having business dealings with 
the army, these Chinese lay themselves 
open to reprisals after the departure of

young Student Acquitted of 
Charge of Murdering 
Sweetheart. 
^ 


Waukegan, 
111., July 
17.—William 
H. 
Orpet, 
the 
university 
student 
charired with murdering Marian Lam- 
bert. a high school girl and his former 
iweetheart, was found not guilty by a 
Jury In Judge Donnelly's court after 
five hours' deliberation Saturday even- 
ing. 


The Jury retired at 2:50 o'clock. At 
I o'clock its members were taken to 
dinner, where they spent half an hour. 


One hour later came word that a 
verdict had been reached. Probably 
fifty persons were still waiting for it. 
Orpet was sent for in his cell and 
Judge Donnelly was still at the court 
house. Three ballots were taken. 
The 
first two stood eleven to one for ac- 
Quittal. 


Orpet was-silent through excess of 
emotion. 
He was barely able to re- 
turn the hand clasps of his attorneys. 
He made his way to the jurors and 
shook their hands one by one, smiling 
wanly but saying nothing. 


Mrs. Orpet received the verdict as if 
It were a mere matter of routine. 
She 
noted that a photographer was trying 
to snap a picture of her son and her- 
self 
and 
warned 
him, 
meanwhile 
shielding her own face with a news- 
paper. 


The defendant, his father, mother, 
his brother and several friends hurried 
Into the witness 
room, 
where their 
privacy was safeguarded by a bailift. 
Half an hour later they emerged. 


"We'll go home now, William," Mrs. 
Orpet said, and they made their way 
down the back stairs and to the jail. 
Orpet's few belongings in his cell were 
already packed. He had recovered his 
self possession by this time and thank- 
ed Sheriff Griffln for making his four 
months' stay in jail as comfortable as 
possible. 
The party was then driven 
home in the automobile of one of Or- 
pet's lawyers. 
The important events 
of the trial all occurred on the 16th. 
The selection of the jury began on 
May 15, the taking of testimony was 
begun on June 15 and acquittal came 
on July 15. 


First Sunday of Freedom. 


Will Orpet spent his first Sunday of 
freedom in five months hidden from the 
public eye. 
Shortly after 6 o'clock yes- 
terday he left his father's cottage on the 
CyruB McCorinick estate, accompanied by 
his mother and his brother Edward. 
They drove iu au automobile jto the 
Northwestern station at Lake Forest 
and boarded a south-bound train. 


Where Orpet went, what he did and 
whom he saw during the day after his 
acquittal of the charge of murdering 
Marian Lambert, his father, superin- 
tendent of the McCormick estate, de- 
clined to say. 


"I hope my son will be successful in 
keeping his identity unknown," said the 
father. 
"His incarceration has 
made 
him somewhat anemic and flabby. What 
he needs is sunshine and exercise. He is 
going somewhere to get it. 
I hope the 
people who will come near him will not 
find out who he is and embarrass him, 
but I'm afraid it can't be done. 
Is Going to Rest, 
won't tell you where he Is except 
that his mother anii my married son are 
with him. 
He wants a rest and we are 
going to do all we can to see he is not 
disturhed. 


"He has no plans for the future. 
I 
do not know if he will go back to col- 
lege or whether he will go to work, or 
when. 
We sent him to the Uniyersity 
of Wisconsin at a great sacrifice, but we 
are willing to continue it. 
He never 
gav« us one minute's worry until this 
tUag descended on us like a cyclone. 
I 
d^bt, if any two persons have ever un- 
dergone what his mother and I have suf- 
VmJ these laet few months." 


PLEA FOR HEALTH AND FOUND GRAND RAPIDS 


ILFARE OF TOILERS 
Y. M, C. A. GOTO ON 


Missouri Man Emphasizes 
Phase of Industrial 
Preparedness. 


Buffalo, N, Y., JuTy 
17.—^Industrial 
preparedness to insure the health and 
welfare of factory and sii'jp toilers was 
urged before the Association of Govern- 
mental Labor Officials of 
the 
United 
States and Canada here today by John 
T. Fitzpatrick, secretai y-treasurer, in his 
annual report. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick, who is 
the state labor commiasloner of Mis- 
souri, asked that all the means in the 
possession of the delegates be used to 
bring about the enaotment of legislation 
establishing 
labor 
bureaus, 
industrial 
commissions, factory inspections, work- 
men compensation commissions, arbitra- 
tion and mediation boards, welfare com- 
missions, emploj ment bureaus, and em- 
ployment agency inspections. 
* 


"Industrial preparedness means 
ade- 
quate and equitable provision.= for the 
health, safety, welfare and well being 
of our toilers, whether they be in the 
mill, mine, factory, workshop, railroad 
or field," he said. 
"It means that our 
natural resources will provide conditions 
for the toiler permitting him to become 
proficient in the performance of an ac- 
tive citizenship, interested in the well- 
being of others and in a good, stable, 
virile government." 


Legislation now pending in congresfs 
that will tend to advance this was out- 
lined by Mr. Fitzpatrick. 
He referred 
to the measure to establish a bureau of 
safety, bills establishing public employ- 
ment exchanges and regulating private 
employment agencies engaged in inter- 
state business, and the McGillicudy bill 
providing compensation for Injured work- 
men. 


"The measures referred to, as do all 
other meritorious labor bills, shape them- 
selves to fit as a part into that great 
structure of preparedness," he said. "Are 
our natural resources to be taken over 
entirely by private or individual inter- 
ests and developed for the benefit of a 
few or to remain idle, unknown, with 
thousands in industry losing opportuni- 
ties and causing our human resources to 
become wasted? 
Or shall both our na- 
tional resources and our butilan resources 
be encouraged under the proper regula- 
tions, advancing to that 
development 
which will prepare them for any exi- 
gency ?" 


The convention, which fa to continue 
four days, started this morning. It will 
discuss various industrial problems.

Local Committee Returns 
from Inspection Trip to 
Michigan City. 


Members of the building and site com- 
mittee for the new Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association building in Fort Wayne 
have returned from an inspection trip 
to Grand Rapids and Kalamazoo, Mich., 
and are enthusiastic over the complete- 
ness of the structure in the former city. 
They secured several ideas, which, if 
the cost of material and labor in Fort 
Wayne make practical, would be excel- 
lent features for the new building in 
this city. 


The Grand Rapids building cost $228,- 
000, the furnishings $35,000 and the site 
$65,000. 
It is proposed to spend for a 
site in Fort Wayne about $50,000. Fort 
Wayne has $340,000 to put 
into 
the 
building, while Grand Rapids had but 
$328,000. 
INIaterial and labor, howevei-, 
is cheaper in Grand Rapids than in Fort 
Wayne, according to Arthur 
F. Hall, 
vice-president of the Lincoln Ijife In- 
surance company, and a member of the 
building and site committee which made 
the trip to the Michigan cities. 
Fort 
Wayne cannot expect to get the build- 
ing Grand Rapids has, even though the 
city has more money at its disposal, un- 
less $10,000 can be saved on a site, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hall. 


Have Swimming Pools. 


Mr. Hall was strongly Impressed with 
the swimming pool 
installed 
in 
the 
Grand Rapids structure. 
Since it has 
been in operation 2,000 persons In the 
city of Grand Rapids, one of 150,000 peo- 
ple, have learned to swim at the Y. M. 
C. A. pool. 
Women's classes of thirty 
congregate as early as 8:30 o'clock in 
the morning to swim and business men's 
classes at noon of fifty are 
common. 
There is a total of 300 in the swimming 
cla-ss. 
Statistics show that there were 
7,815 deaths from drowning in the Uni- 
ted 
States 
during 
1915. 
Swimming 
classes have done much to reduce this 
number, it is certain, during the last 
year. 
Mr. Hall pointed to six death 
losses the Lincoln Life Insurance com- 
pany had had during the past year ats 
the result of the inexperienced or those 
unable to swim. 


Will Make Another Trip. 


On Friday the building and site com- 
mittee will go to South Bend, where the 
Y. M. C. A. building will be inspected. 
This is the building for which the Stude- 
bakers subscribed practically the entire 
amount for construction. 
It is consid- 
ered the model Y. M. C. A. building of 
the state in many respects. 
In inspect- 
ing the Kalamazoo Y. M. C. A. the build- 
ing and site committee got practically 
nothing of advantage. 
The building 
cost but $85,000 and its features would 
not hardly be worthy of imitation in the 
structure of the dimensions Fort \ ^ y n e 
expects to build, the committee thought.

'Tt was Col. Parker who urged Victor 
Murdock to become a candidate for the 
prohibitidn pafty's nomination for vice- 
president," Mr. 
Hinshow 
said. 
"His 
action of Saturday in calling a new pro- 
gressive convention leaves me in the 
dark as to his intentions. 


"Since Roosevelt disowned the party 
he founded, many prominent progressives 
in addition to Col. Parker have made 
overtures to us. 
One of these is Ray- 
mond Robins, of Chicago." 


Prohibition leaders have discussed se- 
riously the advisability of changing their 
party name. Eugene N. Foss, of Massa- 
chusetts, has said the ticket could win 
in the coming campaign with himself 
as its leader and a new name that would 
embrace more than the single issue of 
prohibition.

eral government's share in road work in 
co-operation v.'ith tlie states to 50 per 
cent, of the estimated cost of construc- 
tion. 
Federal aid may be extended to 
the construction of any rural post road, 
excluding all streets or roads in towns 
having a population of 2,500 or more, 
except the portions of such streets or 
roads on which the houses are, on an 
average, more than 200 feet apart. 


Five mdllion dollars is made available 
for expenditure during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1917, and thereafter the 
appropriation is increased at the rate 
of five millions a year until 1921, when 
the sum provided is twenty-five mil- 
lions, making 
a 
total of seventy-five 
millions.. In addition, an appropriation 
of one million dollars a year for ten 
years, a total of ten million dollars, is 
made available for the development of 
roads and trails wholly or partly with- 
in the national forests. 


The class of roads to be built and the 
method of construction are to be mu- 
tually agreed upon by the secretary of 
agriculture and the state highway de- 
partments. 


Apportionment of Funds. 


The act provides that after making 
necessary deductions for administering 
its provisions—not to exceed 3 per cent, 
of the appropriation for any one fiscal 
year—the gècretary of agriculture shall 
apportion the remainder of each year's 
apnropriation in the followino- manner: 


One-third in the ratio which the area 
of each state bears to the total area 
of all the states; 


One-third in the ratio 
which 
the 
population of each state bears to the 
total population of all the states; 


One-third 
In the ratio which the 
mileage of rural delivery routes and 
star routes in each state bears to the 
total mileage of rural delivery routes 
and s t a r routes In all the states. 


Funds Needed for Projects. 


Project statements setting forth the 
proposed construction 
of any 
rural 
post road or roads in a state arc to be 
submitted by the state highway de- 
partment to the secretary of agricul- 
ture, and upon approval by the secre- 
tary all necessary surveys, plans, spec- 
ifications and estimates must be furn- 
ished. The roads projected must be of 
a substantial character, and items cov- 
ering engineering, inspection, and un- 
forseen contingencies arc not to exceed 
ten per cent of the total estimated cost 
of the work. 


Upon completion of the work as ap- 
proved by the secretary, the amount 
set aside for the project is to be paid 
to the proper state official. The sec- 
retary of agriculture is given author- 
^ y in his discretion to make 
partial 
payments as the work progresses, but 
not in excess of the federal govern- 
ment's pro rata share of the labor and 
material which have been actually put 
into construction work, nor in excess 
of $10,000 per mile, exclusive of the 
cost of bridges of more than 
twenty 
feet clear span. All construction work 
is subject to the inspection and ap- 
proval of the secretarj' of agriculture. 


States Charged With Maintenance. 
The various states securing aid un- 
der the provisions of the act are charg- 
ed with the making of needed repairs 
and the preservation of a reasonably 
smooth sui-face, considering the type 
of the road, but are not obliged to 
make extraordinary repairs or under- 
take reconstruction. 
If. after due no- 
tice, a state fails to maintain a federal- 
ly aided road properly, the secretary 
is required to refuse further aid until 
the road has been properly 
repaired 
at state expense.

tion of Tuberculosis reveals the fact that 
this new form of social work has eighty- 
si.\; representatives in Indiana and that 
it is increasing at the rate of foiu-teen 
positions yearly.

such work or have now a movement on 
foot for its establishment. 
How thor- 
oughly the State of Indiana has em- 
braced this idea of community nursing 
may be seen from the following list of 
agencies supporting such nurses:

Something About Objective 
of Allies' Big Push 
in France. 


Washington, D. C., July 17.—Peronne, 
the 
first 
important 
objective of the 
French and English forces when the al- 
lies' "big push" was inaugurated, is de- 
scribed in today's war geography bul- 
letin of the National Geographic so- 
ciety as follows: 


"The 
important 
railway 
center of 
Peronne, rich with historic associations 
of ancient and medieval France, was a 
town of less than 5,000 people at the 
outbreak of the war, and it had little 
industrial or commercial significance, but 


for nearly three hundred 5'ear8 it bore 
an honored nom de guerre, La Pucelle, 
(The Impregnable), this distinction hav- 
ing been accorded it in 1536 when the 
coiu-ageous woman, Marie 
Foure, 
also 
knoAvn as Cathrine de Poix, successfully 
defencjed it against the imperial forces 
of Charles V, commanded by the Count 
of Nassau. 
The title 'impregnable' was 
dropped by the city in 1815, however, 
for in that year it was captured by the 
Duke of Wellington. 
Its name stands 
high among the cities of courage in the 
Frajico-German war, during which it 
withstood a destructive bombardment of 
12 days and only capitulated because 
the civil population was being decimated 
by an epidemic of smallpox. 


"The French maintained Peronne as a 
small military stronghold until ten years 
ago when its fortifications were razed, 
but up to the time of the onward sweep 
of the Germans toward Paris in the sum- 
mer of 1914 the four-towered castle was 
still standing and visitors were shown 
the cell in which, in the tenth century,

The 
rumor was false, but Charles, suspecting 
Louis of double-dealing, threw the king 
in prison and kept him in a cell until he 
consented to sign the 'Treaty of Peronne/ 
ifisuring all Flanders freedom from the 
jurisdiction of the parlement in Paris. 
This trefity was the most humiliating 
episode in Louis' life, for the people of 
Picardy taught their 
tame .jays and 
magpies to cry 'Peronne' and 'Perette' 
in derision of the sovereign.

in 1209. 


"The town is situated on the Somme 
river, 94 miles by rail north of Paris, 
and 35 miles east of Amiens. It is 20 
miles by rail east of Fricourt, one of the 
first villages taken by the British in 
their offensive which began on the first 
day of July."

When Train Reached San 


Antonio, Tex., Refresh- 


ments Were Served. 


The Sentinel is in receipt of a copy of 
the San Antonio, Texas, Express, sent by 
H. 
H. 
Hesemeyer, 
formerly 
of 
Fort 
Wayne. 
The paper contains the follow- 
ing account of the reception accorded the 
Indiana miltiamen, upon their arrival at 
San Antonio: 


"When trains bearing militiamen 
of 
the Second Indiana infantry en route for 
border stations steamed into the Interna- 
tional & Great Northern depot 
shortly 
after 10 o'clock last night over half 'a 
hundred matrons and young women of 
San Antonio, forming a committee of the 
refreshment fund of the Red Cross, were 
on hand to welcome them. Sufficient time 
had elapsed 
between the evening mess 
hour on the trains for the men to have 
"worked up" another appetite, and when 
the willing workers stretched out hands 
full of good things to eat the faces of 
the men. as one woman remarked, "just 
beamed." 


"N"o troop trains passed through or ar- 
rived here during the day, but these men 
had been expected since morning. 
Mrs. 
A. B. Spencer, chairman for the occasion, 
had her supplies 
of 
ice 
cream, 
sand- 
wiches, cookies, figs and other delicacies 
at the depot and held the members of 
the committee who 
were to assist 
in 
readiness for a moment's call. 


"A report was received 
just 
before 
nightfall that the trains were expected 
at 7 o'clock. Word was sent out and the 
committee gathered at the depot, only to 
be told that the troops had been delayed 
and would not arrive until 10 o'clock. 
The members were not to be thwarted, 
however, but patiently decided to wait 
until they should come in, even if it took 
until after midnight. 


"The method of serving 
the 
soldiers 
was systematic, so that each should have 
his share and none should be forgotten 
or overlooked. 
Trucks were arranged as 
tables within that space of the station 
platform th.%t is enclosed by iron rail- 
ings. 
Upon them were heaps of sand- 
wiches, rolls, fruit and cakes. The young 
women 
were 
lined up in a row with 
hands full of other delicacies and boxes 
of ice cream slices. Boy Scouts were sta- 
tioned at the large 
coffee 
containers, 
while others 
and 
some of the women 
made ready to distribute post cards. 


"The soldiers were formed into line as 
they alighted 
from 
the 
coaches and 
marched in single file into the en'closure. 
Each bore his regulation tin cup and this 
was filled with coffee by the Boy Scouts. 
The other refreshments were given them 
as they passed around the enclosure and 
out onto the platform again. 


"The men were delighted. 
In fact, at 
first they seemed almost stupified at the 
royal 
reception 
they 
received. 
Then 
they gave vent to their appreciation and 
thanks. It appeared that they could not 
say enough. 
They thanked the women 
collectively and individually. 
Then some 
returned to the very same ones and reit- 
erated what they had just said. 


"'Pardon me,' said one soldier to two 
young women, who had offered him a 
second slice of ice cream. 
He pushed his 
hat up politely with his forearm, 
his 
hands w^-re full, 
'la this—this treat,' he 
continued, 'just something special for the 
Indiana boys, or—or what?' 
He seemed 
a trifle confused. When he was informed 
that the committees had extended a like 
welcome to nearly every troop train that 
had passed through San Antonio for the 
past two weeks he gasped: 
'What?— 
why say that's great. 
This 
must be 
some town!' 


"Mrs. Edwin H. Lee, of the Menger ho- 
tel, not only donated the coffee for the 
occasion, but she herself joined the com- 
mittee with a large basket full of post- 
cards stamped. 
Mrs, Lee gave them out 
and collected them as soon as the men 
had written their little messages upon 
them for the "folks back home." 


"When all had been served, the soldiers 
cheered San Antonio to the echo. 
They 
declared that this was the greatest place 
they had touched in all their journey, 
and many expressed a wish that when 


they did come back, they might have the 
opportunity of visiting San Antonio on 
their way home."

Mexico City is now giving out the confident- announcement offit 


ieially that the differences which hare arisen between the United 
States and Mexico may be regarded as satisfactorily settled, despite

'considering these differences. 
The cause behind this effect is not 


difficult to find. The answer is undoubtedly the thousands of Amerl 
'itn national guardsmen, now officially a-part of Uncle Sam's federal 
force already on the border, and the other militia units that are being 
moved rapidly southward. That order of President Wilson sending 
Something like one hundred thousand more soldiers to the Rio Grande 
was spoken in a language the Mexicans could understand.

Of this sum, $75,000,000 is to 
he expended for the. construction of 
rural post roads under co-operative ar- 
rangements with the highway depart- 
ments of the various states, and $10,- 
(100,000 is to bo expended for roads and 
trails within or partly within the na- 
tional forests.
